Admiralty Announces Operations Designed to Close 
Ports of Ostend and Zeebrugge Were Successfully 
Completed by Naval Forces Last Night 

London, Miy 10—The Britiih naval triumph of April 23 at Zm- 
brugge, when that important German eubmarine base on the Belgian 
coaet apparently was blocked by the sinking of concrete laden ehipe 
during a daring raid, has been virtually duplicated at Oitend, an¬ 
other valuable base for the 0 boat* juat to the eaet. The feat was 
accomplished by the linking lsit night of the old cruiser Vindiotive, 
likewise filled with concrete, acrose the entrance to Ostend Harbor.

Her speed when she 
was new was nineteen knots.

When The Frankfurter Zeitung warned the 
German Admiralty that the chief significance of 
the recent British naval coup against the German 
bases on the Belgian coast lay in the demonstration 
that the attacking forces were able to penetrate to 
points so strongly guarded, it spoke by the book. 
Last night Ostcnd was attacked by the British after 
the manner of the raid a fortnight ago and, accord¬ 
ing to the Admiralty report to-day, the harbor has 
been absolutely closed by the sinking of the old 
cruiser Vindictive, laden with concrete, in the chan¬ 
nel which escaped the sealiug-up process in the 
previous expedition.

The Zeebrugge job 
was completely successful. A part of the mole .was 
blown up by an old submarine, the fortifications 
on it were dismantled by the landing party from 
the Vindictive while the Bruges-Zeebrugge canal 
was blocked by two of the old ships which were 
sunk in its entrance. The attack was not as suc¬ 
cessful at Oatend and one channel appears to have 
escaped. It was into this that tbe Vindictive was 
driven last night.

Hunnith Brutality.
